Previous to the Jury being sworn in this 
esse, the counsel far the defence objected, to 
the trial being proceeded with, upon the ground 
llist as the defendant resided at a distance nf 
more than forty mite* from Sydney (at Tahiti;. 
Iwrlve days' notice of trial ouiht to have bocn 
given instead of tight days, which was the real 
length ofthe notice. The Court was of opinion 
lhat this application could not he regularly

A witness waa then called for (be plaintiff, 
who proved that the latter had been employed 
as a carpenter on board the schooner CoutUut of 
If ifow (of which the defendant waa roaster j dur- 
ing her stay ai Tahiti, and her voyage from that 
place to r3ydney ; but, on the part of the dofen.

On the part of the plainti If several witnesses 
were called, from whose testimony it sppesred 
that the business charged for by the plaintiff 
bad been done, and that the charges ninde fur 
such business were fair and reasonable. It 
appeared, however, that the greater portion of 
the business, although charge 1 lo the Hrm, 
wa» »n charged by direction uf the defendant 
Andrews, who wsa the rimnijii.4 pnrtnrc, the 
defendant Mehille heirrg in Kugland; but one 
item, which waa a charge of three f uincu fur 
preparing a lease from a Mr. Junes, was for the 
b-.iRtal id llie hfsti, tin teleme being made to 
b^rth partners.

In the Orisons, when the Duke received a 
letter from M. Montesquieu, offering him 
the situation of professor at the Cullege of 
Richenan, which- such was the state of 
hil rrtourctt— he gladly accepted, and hr 
was admitted in October, I7SI3, in hit 
twenty-second year, under the name of 
M. Cnabaud. Here hr cunt imied to trarh 
geography, history, llie French and En- 
glish languages, and mathematics, fur 
eight mum hs, during which tune he in - 
apired the inhabitants uf Richenao with 
to high an esteem fur Lis virtues and 
abilities, that Ihey appointed him their 
deputy to the Assembly uf t'uire. 

The intelLgence of his father's fate 
uverw helmed hi in with arllictLon, and he 
wat compelled In seek change of scene. 
He once more became a wanderer, his 
whole property being a staff and a knap- 
tack. He proceeded to I lam burgh, thertcr 
to Denmark, Sweden, Norway, Laplnhd, 
and the North Cape, pushing bis travel* to 
within I a degree* of the Arctic Pule. 
Returning (o Sweden. He re-vikited Den- 
mark, and reached Hamburgh again in 
1 796, These cnunlriei he had not merely 
seen, hut minutely enamined, hit finance* 
nut permitting him to travel in any other 
manner than that which alone bringt a 
vieitur iato intimate coinnmnicatinn atth 
the peuple of the country. 

At I U n i burgh the French Directory 
commenced a negotiation with the illus- 
trious rule, in run sea, ue nee of which the 
Duke (then of Orleans) ennarnted to pro- 
cerd lu ihe L'nrted .Stales, and In Septem- 
ber, 1796, he embarked on board an 
American trader, and arrived! at Phila- 
delphia in October. He wat soon after 
ruined by hii two brothers, the Duke de 
Montpensier and the Count fjeaiiyiilasi. 

Whilst a resident in America, the dttke 
mured about thr country, acquainting; 
himself critically with it* character and 
that of the people. At he tpuke fluently 
the German and English languages, there 
Wat nu impediment to Ills intercourse w ith 
all chute*. 

Once, in hit travels, he acted as surgeuu 
to an Indian chief, whom he hfed in hi* 
wigwam with such success, that the tribe 
be*towed a high, thii ugh not very covel- 
abir honuur, upon the while stranger. 

" It was customary in this tribe, that 
the whole family, however illustrious , 
should sleep upon one sjtacioui mat. the 
relations being all ranged according tn 
proximity, rank, age, aud other discrimi- 
nating circumstance*. In acknowledge- 
ment uf the services rendered liy the Duke 
to Ihe grandfather of the chief's family, 
he wat permitted to past the night upon 
the family mat be twee u the grandnmihcr 
and grand aunt, the highest hunour ever 
conferred by that tribe upon an individual 
uf any age or colour." 

Fr°m the L'nited States the Royal exiki 
were conveyed to the Havanuah, where 
Ihey were all reeeivrd ; but the Court of 
Madrid urdered the Captain-Oeneral of 
Cuba to send them away. 

Exasperated at the persecution or the 
Court of Spain, they turned their eyes to 
England, where they determined to seek 
an asylum. Proceeding to ihe Bahamas, 
they patted over tn Halifax, where the 
Duke of Kent received them in the kind- 
est man tier. Hit Royal Highness, how ■ 
ever, did not feel authorised to grant thr 
Princes a free passage in an Kngltsh vessel 
of war ; and they proceeded 1o England by 
the ordinary conveyance. 

They arrived at Falmouth in February, 
ItftKJ, ami having received permlttinn 
from the King, George III., they pro- 
ceeded immediately lo Lundou, and tuok 
up their retjdence at Twickenham. By 
placing himself in the centre of a large 
arittocratical toriely, the duke voluntarily 
enjHJsed his manner of life and his asso- 
ciates to observation, which removed ail 
suspicion as. to hit motive* and designs, 
and hit character daily augmented lite 
number uf hit friends. Very toon after, 
a reconciliation took place between the 
Orleans Princes and Louis XVIII. They 
were now admitted to lb* Britiih Court, 
and the three Princes of Orleans became 
thr Uoot uf the fashionable society of the 
metropolis, till the Duke proceeded, with 
the pemutiionof tfuverninenl, to Minorca 
with the view of visiting the Court of 
Spain ; but such wat Ihe jealousy of the 
ripauish Government towards this family, 
that he was obliged to return to Twick- 
enham, where he lived aa a private gen- 
tleman, not in seclusion or even retire- 
ment— for he luiseil in eociety — but 
without any appearance i>f the Mat of a 
public c haractei . II it purtu it s were of a 
literary and scientific kind ; he studied 
political economy, and the hittory, lawt, 
and constitution of England. 

The death of his two bruthrra drove 
Louis Philippe abroad fur a change uf 
scene. He proceeded to Kicily, and here 
he engaged the affect ion t of the Princess 
Amelia, the second daughlec of the King, 
anditwuuldappearthatlhrQiieriiofNaples 
made hrr cunsent to (he marriage of her 
daughter to the Duke conditional upon 
the bitter taking part in ihe wild expedi- 
tion which waa to make her second son, 
Leopold, Regent of Spain. The Duke »f 
Orleans entered upon thii project, and 
conducted himself in it with aa much pru- 
dence and discretion as could be ei petted 
fn toch an enterprise. As be tuvd Lord. 
Collingwood fur a coadjutor, this " strange 
adventure" had a more wise and honour- 
able termination than the Siciliau polili- 
ciant would have given to it, had it* 
management been left to them alone. It 
did, indeed, nu service to the character of 
the Duke uf Orleans in the estimation uf 
Ih* French people | but Ihe pretence of the 
Duke un ihe coast uf Upaiu teenis to have 
suggested to tome of the patriotic parly in 
that country that it would lie beneficial to 
the cause if the Prinrr should place 
husuwlf at their head, he being the only 
member of lb* Buurbou family who 
enjoyed a military reputation. , The Duke 
of Orleans was appointed by the Centra] 
J ii nta to the command uf a corp* in Cata- 
loaua , bat all the proceedings of the 
paint* leaders were so wild and extrava- 
gant Usat this project caret to nothing. 

The disappoint me nl uf the Queen uf 
Jsapl*. ib bar Spanish umject provoked 
the way of 



bit bride, lauded tit Spain, upon the in- 
vitation of the Regency, with the view of 
aiding ti.e patriot cause ; but the condition 
of the Government was tuch, that not only 
were hit wr> ices declined, but the Curie* 
ordered him to quit the Spanish territory 
within 21 hours. Tin- Curies refused 
to uithdraw Iheii decree even after a per- 
sonal address frum the Duke al their hsr, 
isht-rc, wuh his charafterislir spiiii and 
lirciiiion, he demanded to br heard, tie 
accurdiiigly returned to Palrrinu, u here 
he remained till the fall of Napoleon in 
1S14- This event was known nt Pair mi o 
on the £.lrd uf April, and on the I Sill of 
May the Duke was in Paris, winch he had 
uoi seen for more than twenty years. 

On the following day, Louis Philippe 
vt as presented to the Kiti£, ivhi>, advancing 
Inwards him, aaid, " Your Highness u aaa 
Lieutfiiatit-General in the service of your 
country tweuty-fiie years ago, and you 
are still the same," The King had 
artuallv appointed hlui to this rank three 
day* before hit arrival in Paris. 

Prom this jseriod the Duke of Orleans 
observed the utmost caution in every 
movement, lie probably [lerceived, from 
the policy pursued by the restored family, 
and the character and temper uf the nation , 
thr court* which events would probably 
lake, tipon the return uf ^apoleun, the 
Duke wat, active in his adherence to the 
Uuyal cause ; but he directly upjinsed n 
proposition to raise a civil war. He en- 
deavoured to retain the soldiers in the 
army of thr north in fidelity to the King, 
but the magic of the Eniprrot 's name ei- 
tlnglHihrd the faint loyalty of men who 
had nothing tu connect Ihetn with the 
Bourbon family bul the abstract idea of 
legitimacy. He resigned the cuuunaud 
of the army lo Martha! Murlimer, and re- 
turned to hit former residence at Twicken- 
ham . 

The cannon of Waterloo having broken 
the talisman which seemed to give Napu- 
II a supernatural command in Europe, 
again reatured Louis XVIII, tu his throne, 
hut with altered seutimrnii towards the 
Duke of Orleans, who wa* received coldly 
at court ; and the King made no secret of 
hit limited confidence in him. 

The course which was pursued by the 
Duke of (Jrlrant in respecl to some of ihe 
tyrannical ails of the latter years of the 
reign of Louis Will, evinced, perhaps, 
as much policy as huinanilv and magna- 
nimity. 

The event which would probably have 
happened under even a less indiscreet 
sovereign was accelerated by the weakneu 
uf Cliarlei X. and the madness of the 
Polignac ministry . A sudden onlbural uf 
popular indignation in tale mrtrupulis 
vacated (he throne i the Duke of Urleant 
wat placed in the post of ' Lieut.-Oeneral 
of the Kingdom," and on the 3 1st of July. 
1830, he accompanied the deputies from 
the provfisionaf Government from his 
Chateau of Neuilly to Paris, dressed en 
bovrgeoit, with a T tun lout cockade. Thr 
Chamber of Deputies, headed by Lafayette, 
soon after proceeded lo the Palace Royal, 
and mode a tender of the crown to hit 
Royal highnest, who accepted it, regard- 
ing the declaration uf the Chamber "at 
the rxpresaiun of ihe national will," 

The career of the King of Ihe French 
since he baa been upon the throne has 
been, in the highest degree, remarkable. 
Fully comprehending the peculiarities of 
the French character, be has ruled them 
wilfi matchless wisdom ; blending severity 
with mildness, and contracting 01 evjinu- 
ding their liberties as their violence and 
moderation alternated ; now captivating 
them with III* glories and occupation of 
foreign conquest, and anon Haltering them 
with the adornment, improvement (ami 
fartijiration) of their own proud city of 
Paris. Preqiienlly eipusel to luse his 
life by the hands of assassins, he bat on 
all uccationa displayed great t oohieis and 
telf>]iostetsiou, and generally abstained 
Irom making the isolated a: v. uf disap- 
pointed ruSattt a pretence for curbing the 
public liliertiet. In his children— ex- 
cepting the unfortunate Princess Mane, a 
charming and moat accomplished woman, 
whom he prematurely lust— Louis Philippe 
has been singularly happy, - The men 
have distinguished themselves in Mar, and 
their private characters have earned for 
them the love and respect uf their country - 
men. His daughters are urnainenla uf 
their sex. In the choice of his Minister* 
the King uf the French has been, of course, 
much influenced by ci renin stances and tin 
stale of parties for the lime being ; but the 
love uf liberty by which he it personally 
animated has been a Mtuj ftio nun in the 
character of his advisers, and the just esti- 
mate he has furmed uf the value uf peace 
lo the happiness of Ihe civilized world hat 
rendered his reign remarkable for ihe 
abse nt* of those pretexts fur quarrel a hich 
lest sagacious prince* would have readily 
seised upon tu gratify the reckless spirit 
of the French people, and enhance the 
tpuriou* gluiy of France

Who it Ihe ambaatador from Russia, at 
this moment, al ihit court I A man who 
ha* risen by his pen. Who it the ambat- 
tadur from Sweden 1 An author and an 
historian — the historian of British India. 
Who it the ambassador from Prussia ~f An 
author and a prufessor. Who it the sin- 
haisador from lielginin f Again, a man 
who has risen by literature. Who it the 
ambassador frum France I An author: and 
an hii-toriau. Who is the ambaatador, I 
bad almost said, from our fellow -country - 
men in America I Again, an author and 
a professor, Hut I will venture to predict 
fur the literature that shall rrstilt from 
such a meeting as the present, and that 

11 shall be fostered and encouraged by such 
sympathy as your*, adcttiuy more lasting 
and auspicioui." 

We presume that the inference which 
be wishes to be drawn from this reproach- 
ful enumeration is, tha: the Kugliali ought 
to choose their senators, auibassaduis, and 
ministers, from the ranks of the newapaper 
editor* and literary adventurers of the 
country. Thai a tmart essay, or a clever 
party journal, ought to be evidence uf a 
man a iiualiticalions to make a code of 
laws for the Hindoos, or tu conduit an 
embassy at St, Petersburg, and that ttt 
tarritire tmerrte asrf talent*, in the French 
acceptation of the phrase, ought to be the 
principle of promotion in thin monarchical 
country uf cartel, w he re a son uf disre- 
pute attaches to every one who his not 
some recognised rank or position. We 
believe both Hurke and Sheridan found 
nut, to their cost, that the Knghth con- 
stitution does not recognise such a pro- 
fession us (hat of a politician, for this sim- 
ple reason, that if ihey are not indepen- 
dent of a parly by means uf a profession, 
nuchas the law, or by a private fortune, 
they cannot retain their principles where 
parties are always changing. Two Han —

AHtrttT the general enthusiasm in favour 
uf literature and its prufrstun, and the 
dulcet chorus of dwhae ante onvtUi JuVtcr. 
which the brilliant and imposing meeting 
at the Manchester Alheuieum and ihe 
eloquence nf ita orators elicited, we hope 
it will not be thought invidious if we 
make one or two remark t on that portion 
uf Mr. Suiythe * tpeech which contrasted 
the social condition of the class uf jour- 
nalist! in thia eunntry with lhat of the 
limrvttur* of other civilised nations. 
The question hat been so much discussed 
uf late, what degree uf influence uught to 
be permitted to l hem in a free country, 
that it becomes of sufficient importance tu 
be treated is a serious manner, and not- 
withstanding the copiout sentimentality 
which baa been uttered on the hard 
fate of gentlemen of the press, we 
shall venture tu hazard a vindication 
of (he award of English Society even 
at the riak of being taunted with the 
ingratitude uf turning our back upon our 
own mother. Mr. Smylhr contrails the 
number of literary men who hold state 
offices in America and the Continent, with 
the number in thii country I 

" It seems to me lhat you. the men of

of the noble art of journal ism is 
not without a caute, for the English are 
likewise, on the whole, a rational people. 
They have an inveterate prejudice against 
the man whose butinen it is to talk and not 
toact. lie fore ainan can he esleenid hy John 
Bull he mutt do tumething ; for only by 
the result produced it the ability proved. 
Wisdom uttered by the mouth of a Bacon 
would fall unheeded with Ihe practical 
example before him uf a Bacon taking 
bribes. " Ity their fiuits ye thall known 
them," it the English maxim above all 
utbert. Their prejudice il likewise in- 
veterate that property is, on the whole, a 
great mural restraint, inspi rin ( and mn.il- 
cating a deeper sense of duty, nn well as 
<>f ri|>hl, than |«»»r :imi ambitious talent is 
likely to own. The example of foreign 
countries is uot calculated to entire 
us to follow it lu France, Spain, aud 
America, the character of the public 
men and ei-detunt journalists is not tuch 
as to stand a cuinpaiiton for high- 
inindedneat or integrity with that of our 
own statesmen. On the contrary, we find 
that the standard uf public principle it la- 
mentably Low among them, that they make 
a trade uf their " political capital," lo use 
Bit expressive American phrase, and thai 
they are ready at all times to set tile world 
in a blare, or their countrymen by the eats, 
to forward their own personal ambition, 
or Id put inuney into their own pockets. 
American politic* prraenl us with une 
sickening round of faction, tergiveruliun. 
repudiation, and knavery of all kinds, in 
the principal acton. In France we have 
seen M. Thiers elevated to the highest 
office, and uting hit position to goad his 
countrymen into a crusade against Europe 
and to fill his pockett on the Stock Ex- 
change ; whilst, at the present moment, a 
knot of journalists and literary ndvrnturers 
compose the formidable wir party, which, 
frum their ascendency uver the minds uf 
the honest and pacific, but inflammable 
masses of the French peasantry, are 
very likely lo embroil tbein in a war 
with this cuunlry. If we look to 
Sgiain we find Gonzales Bravo, the editor 
uf a Madrid Sittiritt, elevated to the 
Prime Ministry, and a knot of editors of 
newspapers eiereising among a half- 
cducaled, ignorant community, Iheir dan- 
gerous poweT.tu produce nuthing bntsirti- 
lumriaMrxrtit, intrigues, and eternal anar- 
chy. In fact, it appears from put ea-pe- 
rience that all these middle -class democra- 
cies, composed of petty thupkeeners, far- 
mers, and peasants, are peculiarly liable 
to become tile dupct of these journalists, 
and to ran imminent risks of being com- 
promised by them with foreign nations. 

Such seems to be a its ll-t ov.t dangrr 

with the war party in France, whn, if in 
power, would certainly embark their 
eonntryuien tn an European War lo-mor- 
row, lo abrogate the treaties of mis, lu 
recuver the boundary <-t the Rhine, and 
to enforce their Propaganda b) means of 
arms. In America, Ihe same sort of 
statesmen, the other day, very nearly 
got their country intu a scrape wilii 
tireat Britain un account of their 
pretended inability to restrain their sym- 
pathizer! un the Canadian boundary 
in the Slate of M tines and in the affair of 
M'Leod. We may say of these journalist 
statesmen at is taiduf the Scotch, that ihey 
make first-rne tecoud-ttte men, but that 
is all. 

Bat it it said that the position of the 
journalist it an anomaly, tince he possesses 
Ihe tuhttantul power. If despised, he U 
at least feared. It It a remarkable tpcrta- 
ck lo see with whal hturte the mighliesi 
bird ur duke in the land batten* when ac- 
cused, to act himself right at the bar of 
public opinion, and to receive absolution 
frum the sovereign pontiff who presides 
over il. And who is thii censor of morals 
who wields to potent a wand ' f'ot rt 



pnrttrta ttiAsV — an abstraction — an imper- 
sonality, or, at most, an anonymou* scrib- 
bler, who it looked upon at an irregular 
privateer of literature, whose name is 
lyuuriymoui with the trrgivertation of 
hi* juurnal, and whose presence and jociety 
would be felt hy the lord or the squire lo 
be as derogatory lo Ilia dignity as that uf a 
spy or a public informer— an object uf 
mingled contempt and ridicule, like lion's 
Kalnniwill specimen. Perhap there it 
something natural in this aversion to an 
individual who, as we have said, haa nu 
recognised position in a community uf 
eoj'es, and regnrding whom Ihe predo- 
minant idea it lhat he may " ahuw you 
up" at tome lime or other, if he should 
take a fancy to do so. Hut, without 
stopping to discus* this incidental point, 
ire may as well admit that ihit i* a falte 
position for both partie* to br in, and that 
the sooner some remedy is found fur it the 
better. What is lhat remedy ? Is it In 
preserving or in abandoning the anu- 
nymuut f Which of these two methods 
will tend most to benefit the public aud to 
elevate the writer f Will the interests of 
truth be br*.l irtved by preserving the 
anonymous or bv signing the name and 
defending the opinion at the hazard of 
one's life, like Arinand Carrel I Or will 
the dread of consequences prevent a writer 
from telling the full truth, or expressing a 
candid opinion of men and thingH. and 
will a smoothspoken emit or polite con- 
vention*! falsehood prevail if lh<' pre- 
sent protection be withdrawn ! For our 
parts, we cannot help thinking that the 
balance uf advantages is on the tide of 
publicity. Every truth iitefii] for thr 
public to know may be told of a public 
man in as courteous and gentlemanly lan- 
guage as itiiRhl he used before his face. 
There would be no harm done in retrench- 
ing whatever exceeded the usages uf civil- 
ised society. Anonymous leading articles 
lui^hl luse much uf their weight if they 
were signed with such and such aniruiU'r 
of parliament's ot ex-minister's name, or, 
on the cuutrary. they might drrivc weight 
from the writer * character. That found 
English iiittinct which refuses to discon- 
nect facts from word*, and which judges of 
the writings hy the writer, and interprets 
his opinions by his actions and hit life, 
would never be set at fault by specious 
reasonings or pretended convictions. It is 
true, that this hold parade of a man's 
name before all the world would expose 
him to ridicum, and rendrr tne best efforts 
liable to he neutralised by I lie- successful 
illachiiicnl of o happy nickname to the 
writer, such, for example, as ('obhetl was 
aunt to coin i but, un the wbulc, weight 
of character would carry the day with ill* 
readrii. Al the present moment, while 
declaiming against ihe verdict of sutiriy 
which overlooki lhcni,il is necessary for 
journalists lo remember lhat much of this 
disrespect has been produced by their own 
conduct, and that the low est im at ion in 
which the profession is held is a natural 
consequence of the tergiversations and 
mean derelictions of principle of which 
ihey have often been guilly, When il is 
notorious that a journal has changed sides 
in a week, and probable that the very same 
hand penned both articles, the writer cuuld 
not complain if his influence ut his very 
bread were taken away hy the withdrawal 
of hit anonymous mask and the signature 
of hit name. Nut whal it worse, the 
journalist's opinions depend frequently nol 
ujHoi himself but upon tins interests of the 
j'lutnal. As the journal swallows tip his 
personality, lest his personality should be- 
come identified with lis property, v, like- 
wise does It demand a sacrifice uf his 
opinions to those of its patrons. Not 
truth, but opinion, is il* goddess. The 
journalist belong* lu the journal, budy 
and soul. Truly, were that uuciainpled 
exhibition uf all the leaders of public 
opinion made in Hyde Park, which Cob- 
bet prayed for. it might give ihe public a 
surprise, but tiul so great a one, perhaps, 
a* to tee the moral anatomy of journalism 
which might be truly called " .Satan's In- 
visible World displayed." 



MONETARY AFFAIRS. 
(Frum Ihe Atl<u. Orru&er 12,> 
LKnivu the existence of the present 
mania for speculation we cannot help 
drawing the attention of our readera lo 
the extraordinary and unprecedented 
amount of railway schemes which are 
afloat among capitalists. As the con- 
tinued existence of tuch a slate of things 
cannot but be attended with important 
results iu the inuiiey market, it w ill lie 
advisable to review Ihe elements of me- 
tes* oi failure which inny be viaible in 
the present puiilkin of affairs, as also the 
piubsble changet which will take place in 
lhat description of pruperty within the 
next twelve months. This Is a subject 
which interests most shareholders, aud, 
likewise, in no small degree, bankers, 
who have to watch the oscillations of ca- 
pital. Il will not be unimportant to 
them lo know how far tliey may depend 
upon the continuance of the tte'tu i t no, ur 
be justified in entering into feasihle tpc- 
culatiout or lung investment* uf their 
surplus cash. 

Probably no period of speculation, 
except that of llfii, surpassed ihe present 
one. Money never was to abundant 
before as to fill i|p railway shares to the 
amount of sixty millions sterling, and at 
the same time to maintain the fundi at 
par. If peuple do uu( rush into all the 
absurdities aud follies of i&^o, It is uiilj 
liecausr tttch schemes ore nut brought 
out. There seems absolutely nothing lo 
nhiih capital ists are not ready lu sub- 
scribe, in the expectation uf rtt stock 
reaching a premium. Of the majority of 
lhe.se schemes, however, it may be said 
(hot they will not pruv e totally useless j 
although they may nut equal the expecta- 
tions of their projectors, ihe must part of 
the railroads that will succeed iu getting 
bills will pay something, anil nut turn out a 
complete lost tothe country, like the bubble 
companies of old, ur the delusive invest- 
ments ill foreign fund*. Nothing tan 
absolutely iitisr tha property mates* tone 
new discovery supersedes raitruads — a 
contingency which js nut very prubable, 
aa the roads ihetnselvei, whatever tnav be 
live motive power, will, in all probability, 
always re mats uf fixed value. England, 
Ireland, and .Scotland are equally the 
localities of these speculations, and il will 
be strange if any nook or comer of the 
I' lilted Kingdom that ufferi any prospect 
of an adequate return will be without this 
meant of developing itt resources. We do 
sot find (ssvult with this movcaeni, for it 



is better than lending our money to 
Buenos Ay ret butler cumpliiies, to South 
American republics, ur to the drab- 
coloured cheat! of Pennsylvania, but the 
public ought to proceed slowly. At pre- 
sent they aeem Jo take il fur granted that 
they are qoite safe, because the trouble of 
deciding w hether the projected line will 
answer or not is taken nil their hands aud 
thrown upon the Board of Trade, Hut it 
U precisely for linn reason lhat ihey ought 
to be cautiuut uf taking iliares in the tin! 
inslaure, before the Government lias de- 
livered its report and the Parliament ha* 
taoclioued it and granted the bill. Im- 
mense numbers of schemes which stand at 
a pre in iu in, nay are pushed up to uite 
before the shares come into the market, 
hold a very different as]iecl with the so- 
' vereign board- The fall iu these shares 
' will be correspondingly heavy when the 
award is pronounced. It it very litlle 
short of gambling to make invest- 
ments until these prelim i nodes are 
settled. It is also very certain that 
when two three cuint>c[ing lines 
are in the field, an avvaid in favuur of one 
. must ruin the othei* ; fur we beg to ob- 
, serve, matters will no longer proceed as 
I they did in the pahn) daysuf Mr. Austin, 
I ami uther committee lawyers and agents, 
w hen a dispute might be prolonged Inde- 
finitely before Parliament until one party 
gave way or Loth amalgamated, The de- 
rision w ill be shuil and sharp, or the work 
will never be got through. Not all the 
members uf all the committees uf the House 
of C'uinmons, were tbej 10 sit frum " morn 
till dewy eve," could accomplish the task 
of examination imposed upon them, ra: ■ 
Lament n ill, iherrTurr, in all probability, 
Ih- gov e nted by the liny eminent reporti, 
ami Irate the defeated line no opportunity 
of Compromise.

We are perfully convinced thai the 
nest session will uitnrss extraordinary 
IHicluafiuu* in llie value of riistiug lines. 
We have heard uf one ot two iu which a 
fall of a million, or a million and a half, 
in*y lie confidently antiv ipaled. Others 
again ate naid to stand a chance of losing 
a third of iheir capital I. AH of them havr 
reason lo be ujxui thrir guard. These 
ate nut times in which railway companies 
can u,ive themselves any airs, when com- 
petition only waits the wind to overwhelm 
lliein w ith a rival funned al half the price, 
and w ith [hr aids of unproved science and 
clie,i[ie:ied fares, 

It it rumoured thai an Intention has 
been expressed in an influential qiiartrr 
of moling Parliament, next session, to 
give power lu any individual who may 
have been detained by any delays lo bring 
an action against the company for da- 
mages. As thes* companies have gut their 
monopolies upon the faith n) performing 
the transit better than the old coaches, in- 
dividuals have nu remedy for neglect ur 
accident. If a bill lie passed to confer a 
right of action againtt Ihe companies, 
they will be in great terror. 

The decisions of Ihe Board uf Trade 
next year will affect little short uf lixty 
millions of property, fi peculator* are 
making iheir tinie-bargain*, with golden 
visions before their eyes, mid the number 
n-ho will succeed w ill he great, because an 
ill ii ir use number of the undertaking! will 
succeed. The deposits paid njiou llie 
shares rannot be leu than a million and a 
half. This forms no cnnsidcrablr addition 
to the bankers' fundi at the present 
moment In all probability the plentiful 
harvest, busk trade, and peace with Kroner 
will keep up the excitement, and ptesene 
the Money Market as it is for anuther 
twelvemonth, 

WHAT HASKSULAK'J TO DO WITH

Thk last news from Avnetica shows thai 
the linpe uf annexing Texas tu the other 
slates of the union it far from having left 
the in ind s of the people. Ueueral Jack- 
son, whose name is as great a luwei of 
slrenglb in America at, jjorea eom/ioarre 
MOgni*, lhat of the Duke uf Wellington 
is in England, bat long since declared in 
favuur of annexaliuu, and it it presumed 
that he has spoken the language of the 
democratic party. Ilia recent Tetter to 
Mr. Mote* Dawson proclaims hit opinion 
that il is essential tu (he welfare and safety 
of the peop(e of the United State*, that 
they should forthwith appmptiole Texas 
without being very icrupuloui about the 
meant or the impediments, justifying the 
result upon thr plea of necessity. 

We always considered it was premature 
to conclude thai this question hod been 
sunk for ever, merely because Mr. Tyler, 
ihe President, whu had first raited il to a 
dangerous importance, had apparently suc- 
cumbed, by retiring from the pretidentiaJ 
election, and the Whig party whuoppused 
the scheme had, forth* moment, in some 
of the flint nations of electioneering, ob- 
tained ihe upper hand. The icheuie itself 
present* so many attractive points to the 
mind of the Americans, and is tu tho- 
roughly in accord with their ideas and 
practice, thai it was evident no combina- 
tion uf diplomatic ruanu-uvret or tact could 
lung oppose the irresittible force of gravi- 
tation which drew ' together the two 
kindred republics, (jo firmly is the idea 
rooted in the American mind that the 
Atigli.-!Sasoii race it destined to people 
exclusively Ihe whole northern continent 
of Ameiica, that nothing will eradicate it, 
aud the billows of population will roll 
onward unchecked by either Tcxa* ur 
Mexico, until they reach the shorei uf ihe 
Pacific Ocean. 

Twu obstacles at present sland in the 
way.— Mexico and British Aiueriia, (Ju 
the ability of the former to arret! llveui 
the Americans already profess the must 
unbounded conlenipl. Kv ('ii petty Texat 
itself talks of ■■ revelling u, the halls of 
ihe Mnnmutnas,'' aud much less H ,.uld 
the formidable tinted Stste* find any 
difficulty in coujuering and dispossessing 
ihe eight millions of laity, indolent Span- 
ish Me/lizoes whu vegetate in the finest 
country nd climate of tin- universe, 
spending their worthleu existence in 
debauchery and anarchy. Bul the 
British power is another kind of impe- 
diment. America feelt that before it 
the hat deed to be caution,, for .he ha. 
to deal with her match. Briti*h Ame- 
rica control* her on the St. Lawrence, 
and thence by a chain of potts beyond the 
Ureal Lakes, reaches, with a tone of terri- 
tory belonging to the Hudtun'iBay Com. 
patty, and peopled by auxiliary Indians 



from the country of (he fierce aud watltke 
Chippewayt to llie Rocky Mountain, ud 
the Oret>un Territory, The popuuukin of 
the L'nited .Stale, are thus restrained on 
three tides by England ; on the east by 
Canada and Nova Scotia ; on the north by 
ihe Hudson "s Bay Company', Ir.rritunri ; 
jon Ihe weitern shores uf the Ptcific, by 
the Oregon territory , and un the nuth 
hy Texas and Mexico. 

America hat nu port which may here- 
after serve u an nutlet towards China, tott 
the regions watered by the Pacific. Sbt 
it precluded from these thores by Mexico 
Rutwia, and England. In California, la- 
deed, she is making furtive attempt* to 
establish, a colony, but it remains to be 
seen whether or not the will succeed. If 
to these obstacle! be added the iveatioa 
and consolidation of an independent re- 
public in Texas under the guarantee of 
Kngl.nd, ur my other European power 
able to co)<e with her at tea, ah* it J-rl- 
nitively precluded from her fa voarlit object 
and hemmed in hy a strict inexorable 
buundary line, A point d'aitpni for hot- 
tile military oprratiotit would likewise be 
formed by Ihe separate existence uf Texts, 
which, iu case uf war, would place her 
southern states, with their J iitLi mmabTr 
slave population, wiihin the reach of in 
enemy, and, in fart, open up an taty 
inarch to thr heart of the republic 

At far as we can judge, these teem 
lo be the inciting cause* of American 
jealousy on thii question, joined, it most 
be ndmitted, tu their inherent spirit of 
progress and aggrandisement, and lo their 
seniitiveucn on the slave question. 

On (he one hand, should Text* tall 
under the power of Mexico, and slavery 
he almlishrd, the tlave-hoMeri uf ihe 
southern American Statet would nototjly 
be deprived of a good market for the 
ditpntal of their tlavea ; hut would etea 
have to drrad the force of example in 
emancipating them. Ou llie other hand, 
should Texas annex herself lo lb* Henna, 
ihe southern or slave interest would then 
predominate over the northern ot maori- 
racturing inlerett, and shake the present 
prohibitive American tariff to piece*, 

In these rircumtuncet what hu Eng- 
land to do with the dispute apart from lot 
general interest tire takes in the rauoti- 
paiioti uf the blackt I ll appear, to into 
tie fighting againtt the natural coarse of 
things to attempt tn retard an annexation 
nhich louiiet or later mutt take place. 
Our forces are not sufficient lo restrau for 
ever the inc real tog population of Amelia, 
]s it possible In imagine lhat Ihit wan of 
telllers, which advance, toward* the nta. 
upon a line of more than three huudml 
league* from the (treat Lakes to the Uulf 
of Mexico, with a fatal progress at the 
rate of half a degree of longitude etnj 
year, mill stop before Texat or the Rocky 
Mountains t The agricultural, commer- 
cial, and industrial resources of Texat 
and Oregon will, sooner or later, 
tempt too strongly the cupidity of 
the Americans, The thirst for null It 
which inflames all clusri of Atnerttw 
ritir.ens, will nut stay before any toa- 
ginary bartier, and it will neither be the 
Indiaut nor the Hudson "i Bay Company, 
trappers and hunters thai will present u 
obstacle to the invasion of the ritlemeo 
who have conquered Texas, Arkutat, lad 
Misiouri. We may be permitted to 
believe lhat in Ihit instance our policy 
will br erroneous if we inflame A merit* 
on nceuun! nr Texas. The Ked Skins, 
the Mexicans, the beavers, and the bufk- I 
toes will disappear before the pr..«ressof 
the Americans, for their pioneers carry 
with them not only the arms which deal 
death to Ihe timid and in offensive ctealutet 
of those tolitudes, but inttrumtntl still 
mure irresistible — the asw and the plough, 
which open up the virgin soil and cause lo 
grow at the tame time with their golden 
harvest! a noble, free, and hardy papula-
